The inereasinff «lemand for every kinil 
of fruit is encouratiing many persons to 
lay out anil plant new orchards and frnit 
Hardens. In the vicinity of larjte cities 
the raising of small iruits lias been 
found very profitable, as berries of nil 
lsiiids have been in great demand for the 
last few years, and as raspberries, black­ 
berries, gooseberries, currants, etc., come 
into lieuringin a very short time after 
planting, there Can be no objection on 
account of the length of time that these 
fruits take before they make any return 
for the outlay. 
. 
Persons who plant orchards and fruit 
gardens now, have many advantages 
which tlie pioneers of horticulture were 
not favored with. Tho experience of 
several yoaijs has pointed out tlie varie­ 
ties of fruit’best suited to various locali­ 
ties, and improved varieties have been , 
introduced which are greatly superior to 
the old. 
I 
We sometimes hear a man. object to | 
planting orchards or gardens because the i 
prime of his life is past, aud he thinks 
lie may not live to eat the fruit of his la-1 
bor. The rapidity with which currants, 
gooseberries, raspberries, grape vines 
and dwarf pears -come into bearing j 
should completely upset these objections. 
Tlie strawberry, raspberry and blackber­ 
ry yield some iru it tlie first year after t>e- I 
ing planted, and a full crop the second 
year. The Concord grape vine bears 
well tlie third year, and dwarf pears 
sometimes hear a fair crop tlie fourtli 
year from planting. It is a good plan to 
plant standard Bartletts, Seckels ' and 
Loülne Bonne de Jerseys, among tho 
dwarf pears, as they Witt' be about coin­ 
ing into bearing when the dwarf varie­ 
ties havfl declined.-— lKe*fcr» Jitiral.

Every farmer is aware of tlie great lia­ 
bility to losa in getting a litter ot pigs 
through tlie first two weeks oftheiriives. 
The sow not unfrequently devours them 
as soon aa drop|ied,.or if not, they nre 
more or less liable to be k illed by tho 
mother lying down, before the little 
grunters liave acquired sense or strength 
enough to avoid the danger. The Agri­ 
cultural Review gives some sensible ad­ 
vice in regard tp the management ot 
breeders, from which we extract the fol­ 
lowing; suggesting further that the lltr 
.ter should, after two or three weeks, be 
allowed considerable liberty. It does 
them good to frolic on the grass, and 
learn to stick their little shoe-hammers 
iu the groiind. 
' 
"The food Of the sows should be varied 
and moderately sa lt; abundant enough 
to keep them thriving, yet not sufficient 
to iattenl It is well to give them char­ 
coal occasionally an d a trifle of sulphur. 
Tlie slops of tho house are good feed. 
A il this tends to .keep the appetite in a 
healthy state, aud to destroy the tenden­ 
cy of the swine to devour their young. 
They should not be closely confined—a 
small yard, at least, should lie attached 
to their sleeping pens for them to go into 
at will. Change, of quarters, especially 
when near the time of giving birth to 
their young, is apt to work injury,' and 
should be carefully made if necessary. 
They should be supplied with a great 
abundance of straw or other suitable 
bedding; and allowed to work it down 
somewhat fine and compact, and into a 
bed of their own liking. In W inter 
time it requires a warm pen, and ample 
liedding and care to raise tlie young pig«. 
If poles are placed around tlie sides of 
the pen high enough from the floor to 
give room for tlie pigs underneath, it 
will frequently save them from being 
Iain on and killed, as the sow cannot 
press close enough to tlie wall to injure 
them, and she is not so apt to kill them 
In other positions as in tills one. 
During the firs! weik in the age of the 
pigs the mother should be / 'turbed us 
little as possible.

W e believe, says Tlie Rural New York­ 
er that a crop of clover seed takeu from 
the land exhausts the soil more tliau tlie 
crop which is cut for b a y , A n y seed 
crop it is well known, is more exhaus­ 
tiv e ’than a mere (odder crop. One 
strong reason Tor cutting timothy hgy 
early, is to remove it from the soil before 
it has abstracted those elements whieli 
form the seed. It impoverishes the soil 
much less than if cut later. The first 
growth of clover is not disposed to Beed 
much ; hence it is not so exhaustive a* 
other grasses tf cut late. But the second 
crop which bears the seed, is injurtous 
to the land—at least the taking it away 
is. Unless reniuneration is paid to the 
soil, it will pay 1 sitter to let the se«md 
growth of clover rot on the land/or feed 
it off.
